12  this  year,  only  one  last  year. 
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The  schoolhouses  in  town  are  in  good  condition.  The  ones  at  Mt. 
Holly  and  Hortonville  having  been  repaired  the  past  year.  The 
schools  have  been  in  charge  of  competent  teachers,  the  directors  having 
used  good  judgement  in  placing  the  different  teachers  in  the  various 
schools.  While  a  teacher  might  make  a  success  of  one  school,  they 
might  make  a  failure  of  another.  .  The  method  of  instruction  in  most 
cases  has  been  good;  in  some,  there  was  a  lack  of  the  energy  which 
helps  to  make  a  successful  school. 

The  attendance  in  our  schools  is  not  what  it  should  be,  while  some 
parents  strive  to  have  their  children  attend  school  regularly  and  be 
promptly  on  time  at  the  opening  hour,  others  seem  to  care  little 
whether  their  children  attend  school  or  not,  and  they  attend  just 
enough  to  disfigure  the  register  and  lower  the  general  average,  and  to 
get  that  '*  little  learning,"  which  some  author  has  said  is  a  dangerous 
thing.  According  to  the  school  census  taken,  there  are  226  children  of 
school  age  in  town  and  the  school  registers  show  that  190  of  their  num- 
ber have  been  enrolled  in  the  various  schools,  while  the  average  at- 
tendance was  1.34  a  little  over  50  per  cent.  The  law  says,  every  child 
between  the  ages  of  8  and  15  years  found  loafing  in  the  streets  without 
any  visible  means  of  support  shall  be  taken  kindly  but  firmly  by  the 
collar  and  led  to  the  nearest  school  and  placed  in  charge  of  the  teacher 
and  kept  there.  In  one  school  in  town  there  was  10  scholars  attended 
the  Winter  term,  3  of  them  being  5  years  of  age  while  10  were  staying 
at  home  between  the  ages  of  6  and  17  years,  seven  of  them  living  with- 
in half  a  mile  of  the  school  which  commenced  Nov.  11,  and  closed 
January  13. 

Our  schools  cost  about  #2000.00  each  year  and  the  tax  payers  have 
a  right  that  the  law  in  regard  to  school  attendance  should  be  enforced. 
Our  schools  are  composed  mostly  of  young  pupils  A  boy  or  girl  over 
fifteen  is  rarely  seen  in  our  schools  now  a  days,  unless,  they  intend  to 
fit  themselves  for  teachers.  While  the  low  average  in  our  schools  this 
winter  was  caused  in  part  by  sickness,  by  far  the  larger  part  could 
be  remedied  by  a  truant  officer  bent  upon  enforcing  the  law.  Senator 
Proctor  has  sent  us  10  large  nice  maps  which  the  government  furnish, 
for  our  schools,  a  part  of  which  have  been  placed  in  the  school  rooms. 

I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  the  schools  for  the  Winter  term, 
in  the  future  close  earlier.
